MOOKINO BIRDS AS DANCERS. 


Queer Performances They Sometime* Go 


Through In the Wotdi. 


The power of the mocking bird to 


amuse folks is not contined to.lts abil- 
ities as a rich-voiced singer. The more 
birds are studied the more the students 
wonder what they 
can't do. Birds 


with some marked characteristics are 
sometimes neglected in other respects 
than its peculiarity, and so it happens 
that the mocking bird is better known 
as an imitative singer than as an orig- 
inal one, and that it was a dancer as 
much almost as a heron or crane, few 
were aware. 
I. W. Blake writes to the Popular 


Science Monthly, and tells about the 
mocking bird as a dancer. The mock- 
ing 
birds 
dance methodically, like 


woodsmen in a square dance, rather 
than with the wild gyraUons of a darky 
hoe-down. 
They 
keep their bodies 


stiff, with head and tails erect, their 
wings droop'ng and feathers flattened 
out, something like the English spar- 
row when hopping about 
before its 


sweetheart; but the sparrow's feathers 
are thrown out usually instead of be- 
ing flattened against the body. 


Two of the mocking birds make a 


set, and they bound along, jumping 
rather high but not far, going from 
one end of the playground to the other, 
one behind the other about a foot, and 
each one at the end of the playground 
turns in a circle slowly and with dig- 
nity, and goes back again. Sometimes 
they stop and look at some distant ob- 
ject, day-dreaming, apparently, then 
away they go again. 


Mr. Blake tells about a hen that was 


disturbed by the actions o! a pair of 
mocking birds in their dance, where- 
upon she left her brood of chicks and 
charged the couple 
with clucks and 


fluttering leathers. Up went the mock- 
ing birds with true mocking bird talk, 
scolding and sputtering at the hen un- 
til they fairly drove her away.

Origin or tho Term "Straw Hall." 


The origin of the familiar phrases 


"straw bail" and "a man of straw" 
is a most curious one. It dates back 
two hundred years, when the practice 
of entering worthless bail was com- 
mon. 
The exact methods have not 


been transmitted to posterity, but in 
several old English works is' to be 
found reference to them. In one ot 
these—Fielding's "Life of 
Jonathan 


Wild," the thief-catcher—we read that 
Jonathan's aunt married a man "who 
was famous for so friendly a dispo- 
sition that he was bail for above'a 
hundred persons in one year. He had 
also the remarkable honor of walking 
in Westminster Hall with a straw in 
his shoe," It seems that at one time 
when English lawyers wished to pro- 
cure witnesses with elastic consciences, 
or men who would go bail for their 
clients, they went into Westminster 
Hall, Into which the principal courts 
of law opened, and there would quick- 
ly recognize the men they wanted by 
glancing at their shoes, from which 
protruded a straw or two, thus indi- 
cating their calling. Because of this 
trade mark, so to speak, these profes- 
sional witnesses or bail-goers became 
known as "men of straw," or ones who 
were willing for a consideration to en- 
ter "straw ball."

In the midst of the political din. 


when one's ears tingle with the thun- 
ders of the captains and the shoutings 
of the privates, a word might probably 
b 3 addressed to the bankers and the 
manufacturers whose fat is frying in 
the Hanna skillet to furnish the needed 
grease for the McKinley campaign. To 
the manufacturers is promised a higher 
tariff; to the bankers the preservation 
of the gold standard. And so th<23' 
surrender their simoleons to Hanna to 
further and force McKinley Avar. 


Such shrewd business men ought not 


to be so easily misled. McKinley can 
not keep both promises. To get a high- 
er tariff, should Hanna make conquest 
of the White House for him, he must 
yield up gold to his silver foes. 


THE SENATE AGAINST TARIFF. 


Should he preserve gold, tariff condi- 


tions will remain unchanged; the sen- 
ate will prevent McTCinley from moving 
a wheel on any other terms. 


All this in a general way has becu 


•written before, but what follows givos 
facts, and should cause the bankers and 
manufacturers, now suffering- in the 
I [anna fat, to put an end to their owu 
frying. 


As all the world knows, there are 90 


senators when every perch is full. Just 
now Delaware is shy one seuatoV. 'This 
personage will, however, be elected t<: 
take his seat by January next year, 
and incidentally there is every sign 
that he will be a free silver Democrat; 
but let that go. There will be 8!) sena- 
tors extant in the landscape when Stev- 
enson's gavel raps at noon the first 
Monday next December. Of these one- 
third will go out with the coming 4th of

The separation aimed at consists in 


this. Every senator named in the free 
silver column is not alone for free sil- 
ver, but he will defeat any tariff bill, 
whether proposed1 in the next or any 
succeeding session, •whether McKinley 
becomes king or not, unless free coin- 
age of silver goes with it. 


Some are Democrats who would vote 


against a protective tariff in any event, 
but the Republicans named on the list 
are sworn and bound to their constitu- 
ents to defeat all tariff legislation un- 
til the gold shackles are knocked from 
the limbs of silver, and it is made ;is 
free to go and come at the mints as the 
yellow metal. 


There are two, Gorman and Murphy, 


whose position on finance next winter 
will depend much upon the coming 
election. They may both be for silver. 
They are here counted for gold. 
The 


totals show of these holdover senators 
two-thirds, 32 for free silver, first, last 
and all the time, to the opposition of 
tariff and aught else they may sec fit 
to hereafter point their controlling 
finger at, and 28 for gold. The Demo- 
crats among these latter wo.ild be 
against a tariff bill. 


SO.MF. CHANGES IN THF. PAST. 


Some changes in a former gold atti- 


tude may be noted, Mills of Texas be- 
ing one, andHVolcott of Colorado a sad 
and tearful second. They are for sil- 
ver free as the waters of life at the 
present writing. 
They, as well as 


others, ''have heard from home,"' and 
with all the rest Cleveland's patronage 
has given out. They are for free sil- 
ver now. 


Of the one-third to take wing on 


March 4, 1397. separation on the lines 
suggested above may be as follows:

HILL'S SUCCESSOR MAY JJE FOR SILV'EH. 


Hill will have a gold successor prob- 


ably, with a growing possibility the 
other way; Irby, of South Carolina, 
will be followed by one Evans, a Till- 
manitc, and for fi-ee silver- The two 
Joneses will be their own successors; 
Kyle-will be followed by a free silver Re- 
publican of the Teller tribe. Mitchell 
will come back, as will also Morrill. 
Palmer, of Illinois, will give wiiy to a 
free silver Democrat. Gold loses here. 
Peft'er will have a free silver successor. 
In galls has no show. 
Perkins, of Cali- 


fornia, will give his seat to a free silver 
man. Matt, of Connecticut, will come 
buck. Pritchard, of North Carolina, 
will have a free silver successor, while 
in the cases of Pugh, Squire, Teller, 
Vest, yilas and Voorhees there will be 
no change that will effect the senate 
roll call of finance as above made out, 
unless it be in the one case of Voor- 
hees.

There will be 50' out of 90 
senators from the beginning of McICin- 
ley's term, should he have one—and he 
won't—until its close, banded together 
to defeat protection tuiless it comes 
with free silver. They don't have to 
filibuster; they can vote and kill "pro- 
tection" as they did the matter of the 
Dingley bill. 


It would be a case of lady or the 


tiger with McKinley. Which would he 
choose? Trade free silver for protec- 
tion, or forego protection to keep gold 
conditions as they are? 


It's a big chance he would sell out 


gold in spite of the platform. A presi- 
dent docs not always abide by a plat- 
form. 
Look at Cleveland. Republican 


bankers and 
manufacturers might 


study these tables and either save 
their money now going to Hanna or 
make. McKinley declare himself. One 
class or the other is to be sacriliccd to 
the silver wolf. 


Next session, by the way, the senate 


committees are to be all framed over 
oa silver lines, and progress to that 
end is now being made by the free sil- 
ver contingent in that body without 
reference to party.

ipated making many warm friends. 


He made his calls and left his letters 


at the houses of the people to whom 
they were addressed, and then waited 
for replies and invitations, but none 
came. After five or six letters had met 
this response of absolute silence, be 
was utterly at a loss to understand the 
meaning of such treatment. "I will 
see," he said, at last, "what is said 
about me in these letters." 


Accordingly he opened one. and this 


is what he read: "My Dear Countess: 
To the position which we. the Ambas- 
sador and his wife, occupy, is attached 
the tedious duty of patronizing sand 
recommending our various compatri- 
ots in order to satisfy their oftentimes 
clamorous 
requests. We, thereiore, 


recommend to you the hearer of this, 
one Rubinstein." 


The riddle was solved. The enraged 


pianist flung the remaining letters in 
the fire, and resolved to rely on his 
own unaided efforts to procure friends 
in the future.

THE CASE OF ROBERT C, PAY 


HE HAS A FRIEND WHO LONG 


CONCEALED HIS IDENTITY. 


G. II. Nye Befriends a Convict He 


Believed Innocent of the Terri- 


ble Crime for Which He 


Was Sentenced. 


Intermingling of the Elements of Pliilon- 


Uuopy, Hatred and Revenge in the 


History of This Case. 


It has been the experience of those 


familiar with the history of the prison- 
ers in the Ohio Penitentiary that back 
of almost every crime is a story of hate 
and revenge or justice and mercy. It 
has also proven true, time and again, 
that thosesaiiic elements which prompt- 
ed the crime are invariably the ones 
that are employed by enemies to keep 
convicts in prison, and by friends to se- 
cure their release. 
Many of the pris- 


oners have persons working- for their 
pardons whom they never heard of. In 
these instances the unknown friend has 
learned of the crime in some manner, 
and was drawn into the case because of 
the satisfaction afforded in assisting 
suffering humanity, whether the ob- 
jects of their charity be convicts, or 
merely some of the earth's unfortu- 
nates who are " poor but honest." 


In this connection a story comes from 


Cincinnati detailing the strange actions 
of a messenger for merc3T and justice 
who is working for the release of Kob- 
ertC. Day. Day has an excellent case, 
and it will be presented with many 
strong petitions at the next meeting of 
the board of pardons. 


The article describing the strange 


errand of Day's unknown friend is as 
follows: 


Prosecuting Attorney Sehwart/, had 


a strange caller Wednesday who was 
bent on a strange errand. 
There are 


many persons in the world who make 
it their business to look after the poor 
and afflicted, and aid them in all ways 
they can, but the caller upon Mr. 
Schwartz was one who has bent his en 
ergies in a strange direction, and has 
gone further than is usually done by 
such people. 


T'or the past week Mr. Schwartz has 


bee a receiving telephone messages from 
a parson who would not give his name, 
n a'dng inquiries about the case of Rob- 
eitO. Day, who is in the penitentiary 
serving a life sentence for killing his 
father in May, 1889. Wednesday that 
person called and revealed his identity. 
He was accompanied by Lou ftinkeu- 
berger, who vouched for Iii.s identity, 
lie said his name was C. II. Xye, and 
that he had once had a fortune, but had 
spent it in doing good for others, and 
relieving the wants of the poor and dis- 
tressed, so that now he was practically 
without means. 


He was asked why he was interested 


in the Day case, and said his reason 
was simply that he was a philanthro- 
pist, a humanitarian, and desired to get 
a pardon for Day because he believed 
that the man had been unjustly accused 
and convicted, and that ho was not 
guilty of the crime for which he is now 
suffering, 
lie was asked if he w:is any 


relation to Day, and replied that he was 
not, and had never seen the man, but 
lie had investigated the case, ami did not 
think Day was guilty. Ke said lie had 
seen all the jurors, and they had said 
they believed he was innocent, and that 
they had wanted to vote for acquittal, 
but there had been one or two who were 
in doubt, and believed he was guilty at 
the time of tin.- trial, but had become 
convinced since the trial that he was 
not. 


Nye called attention to the fact that 


at the time of the killing there were 


.' a number of shots fired by others than 


Day, and he declared that it was the 
shot of another person that killed old 
man Day. Nye was asked repeatedly 
what object he had in his actions, and 
what interest he had in the case, and 
his reply was that he was only inter- 
ested for the reason he had given, and 
that was as a matter of humanity. 


lie could not bear to see any person 


suiter, and he believed that JJob Day 
was suffering for something he was not 
guilty of, and he wanted to aid him in 
being vindicated and released from 
prison. The action of Nye while he 
was talking about the matter was pe- 
culiar. 
He talked strongly and vehe- 


mently about the case, and fairly grew 
eloquent about it, and while talking 
became so excited that lie trembled all 
over. I!is earnestness in the matter 
interested Prosecutor Schwartz, and ho 
was at a loss to account for the strange 
proceeding. 
He could not understand 


why the man who had never seen the 
accused, and who had no interest in the 
family, and no tics to bind him to the 
person concerned, should be so inter- 
ested in the obtaining of a pardon for 
that man. Mr. Schwartz, in tolling of 
the visit of Nye, s;iid lhat iiu knew there 
were persons in the world who devoted 
u groat deal of their time and money to 
the relief of others who were in dis- 
tress, but why a man should spend all 
his fortune in that way, and especially 
in indcavoring to vindicate persons 
from charges of crime of which they 
had 
~uct_-u —>:c'.ised and 
convicted, he 


could not um'c '.stand. 
Jt was a new 


phase of human nature, and one, that 
he had never before come in contact 
with. 


Nye was in earnest in the. matter, and 


asked that a statement of theca.se be 
prepared for him. that he, might, with 
it and his knowledge of the crime from 
his investigation of it, be able to show 
to the Hoard of Pardons that Day was 
innocent, and was suffering for the 
crime of another. He did not say, how- 
ever, that the person whose shot had 
killed the old man Day did the killing 
parposely, but that the shot was acci- 
dental, a'nd was the result simply of the 
promiscuous shooting that was going 
on the night of the shooting. 


When a reporter talked to Mr. Nye 


vesterday, at the time he called for the 
written statement of the case n_s the 
prosecutor had it on his records, he ad- 
mitted thatit seemed unreasonable that 
he should be so interested in the case 
where he was not concerned other than 
as a humanitarian, but he declared that 
was his only reason for acting as he 
did. He said he had aided a great many 
persons who were in trouble, and he 
had done it for the same reason, and 
had spent a great deal of money in that 
way, yet he did not regret n. dollar of 
it. 
He said he was an officer in tho 


United States navy prior to 1863, when 
he was retired on account of his health. 
He was a first lieutenant of marines. 
He said his father was Henry Nye,who 


was a pork packer in Columbus many 
years ago, and left a, large estate at his 
death. He finally admitted that th« 
brother of Day was interested in the 
matter of getting a pardon from Bob. 


The crime for which Bob was con- 


victed was one that created a great 
deal of interest at the time of its com- 
mission. His-wifehad been divorced 
from him. He saw her one day riding 
with a man. That made him angry. 
One night, while he was drunk, he 
went to the house of his divorced wife, 
near Loveland, and demanded admit- 
tance. It was refused, and he threat- 
ened to kill all in the house if the door 
was not opened. Not gaining admit- 
tance he went to the barn and set it 
afire, and did the same with the car- 
riage house. 
The hired man opened 


thcTdoor to go out and try to quench 
the flames. As he passed out of the 
door Day rushed in and began shoot- 
ing at his wife. He finally shot through 
a door behind which she was and hit 
her. 
His father was in the house and 


started up the stairs to try and quiet 
Bob. As he went up Bob appeared at 
the head of the stairs. The old man 
started back and was shot in the back. 
Then he was dragged out into the yard 
by Bob and thrown on the lawn like 
one would a hog. 
This was the testi- 


mony at the trial. All this Nye denies, 
and says it was false.—Columbus Press.

"The strangest fish story I ever 


heard was an experience 1 had myself," 
said Judge Scudder, oT Ataluina. Cal., 
as he settled himself back in his big 
arm chair, while a

passed over his open countenance. 


"It was in the summer of "8". I 
think, that an Easterner and myself 
started out on the warpath lor fish.

Tho committees report made it 
mandatory upon each member of the 
Academy of Medicine to report to the 
committee all who fail to refuse to pay 
their bills. This committee will then 
make a list of all names reported and 
furnish each member with a complete 
list not only of the names handed in 
himself, but fche nameu of those handed 
in by all other members. This will be 
the black list and no physician will 
attend anyone or a member of the im- 
mediate family of any one whose name 
appears on said list, unless they pay 
cash with the [[call. Not only this, 
but for further and needed protection, 
it was decided that in all cases, no mat- 
ter who it may be, the fees for obsti- 
nate cases must be paid at fche time ser- 
vice is tendered. There arc those who 
may think that physicians are becom- 
ing avaricious and exacting, but statis- 
tics show that the 6,000 and over phy- 
sicans in the state of Ohio lose annual- 
ly in legitimate fees an amount equal 
to the total cost of the tax-payers of 
maintaining all the ^ charitable and 
penal institutions in the state. This 
being true, and it can not be denied, 
the phsysicians are justified in taking 
radical steps to right the wrong.
